TATTOO GIVES BANDIT AWAY 


Shooting Paper

Paris, France. — The Paris police 
have captured the notorious bandit 
named Lacombe, who since December 
1911, has been actively sought for in 
every part of France. 

His arrest was due to the chance 
ese in the Boulevard de la Vil- 

tte of two young inspectors who 
were loitering in the district fair, As 
they passed a show outside which two 
iaen were boxing, their attention was 
attracted by an onlooker who was 
‘shooting little :aper pellets at the 
boxers. As his hand shot forward 
one of the detectives noticed between 
the thumb and the index finger a 
heart tattooed. 

Suddenly he recollected that the de- 
scription of Lacombe mentioned a 
heirt tattooed on the right hand, and 
drew his comrade’s attention. Bot 
had a good look at the man, and after 
a hurried conference one of the in- 
spectors fetched Police Commissary 
Duponnois. When they were certain 
from a photograph that the man was 
Lacombe, the three police officers 
closed round him, seized his arms and 
pulled them ‘ehind him. The pris- 
oner made a quick movement to reach 
his coat pocket, but he was too late. 
In his possesion were two loaded re- 
volvers, two bombs containing the ex- 
plosive known °s cheddite, and two 
fuses. 

The crimes with which Lacombe is 
charged include the murde> of a fac- 
tory foreman at Decazevill> two years 
ago, the killing of a ticket collector 
named Tharry at Les Aubrais station 
near Orleans last September, the 
shooting of M. Cartier, postmaster at 
Bezona, in November, and the murder 
of Ducret in his lodgings at the office 
of the Anarchist journal L’Idee Libre 
in the Passage de Clichy last Decem- 
ber. When interrogated by the exam- 
ining magistrate the bandit denied 
participation in the Decazeville crime, 
but confessed to committing the three 
murders at Les Aubrais, Bezona and 
the Passage de Clichy. 

Lacombe suspected Ducret, a fellow 
anarchist, of having tried to betray 
him. Entering Ducret’s lodging at 
midnight, Lacombe menaced’ the man 
and his wife with two revolvers and 
kept them’ for six hours in a state of 
terror. As daylight was breaking 
he discharged both weapons fatally 
wounding Ducret, but missing the wo- 
man. Then he too!: to filght and 
eluded the police for three months,

THE FUR INDUSTRY 


Fur-Bearing Animals 8till Plentiful 
In Hinterland of Canada 


Several titled soclety women of Lon 
don and other parts of England, at- 
tracted by the high prices paid for fox 
pelts, are coming to Edmonton this 
spring to engage in fox-breeding in 
central and northern Alberta. They 
are prepared to make large invest- 
ments. If the*venture is succéssful 
it is likely that women, who have 
hitherto devoted thelr attention to 
prize dogs and horses, will engage in 
the new industry. 

Hight black fox skins each valued at 
$1,500, were sold in Edmonton’ last 
week by trappers fsom the north coun- 
try. Fiftyfour thousand dollars’ 
worth of-silver fox pelts were sold last 
season. J. L. Cote, representing 
the Athabasca district in the provin- 
cial parliament, said in the course of 
an address the other day that the fur 
industry ta Alberta was a matter of 
$1,000,000 in 1912, muskrats heading 
the list with $400,000. He added: 

“Contrary to the general belief the 
fur-bearing animals in the remote dis- 
tricts of the province are not decreas 
ing. They are simply receding before 
elvilization, being driven further north. 
The catches during the last few years 
and so far,this season would indicate 
that furs a¥é still plentiful in the hint- 
erland. The government of Alberta 
is keenly interested in the develop- 
ment of the industry and is doing 
everything possible to assist those en- 
gaged in it. 

Factors of the Hudson’s Bay, Revil- 
lon Freres and thé Northwest Trading 
companies, which maintain posts in 
the north country, report that fur 
bearing animals are pléntiful, © but 
there is no indication that prices for 
black and silver fox pelts will be

Ont. He is survived by Mr. Neil 
Mackenzie Livingstone of Weston, 
Ont.; by Charles Livingstone of Seat- 
tle; Dr. Henry Livingstone of Cali- 
fornia, and John Livingstone and 
Mrs. W. J. Scott of Listowel. Neil 
Mackenzie Livingstone; his son, Dr. 
Hereward Livingstone, and his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Barber, are in possession of 
a number of interesting mementoes of 
the famous explorer, including the 
daguerreotype from which the accom- 
panying portrait was made, and the 
explorer’s copy of “‘Robinson Crusoe,” 
a significant volume indeed to come 
into the possession of a youth with a 
subsequent record as a traveler such 
as he earned. The volume was print- 
ed in 1808 and the inscription on the 
fly leaf is as follows: 

“To David Livingstone this prize 
book was adjudged as a testimony of 
diligence and success as a scholar by 
his teacher, Alexander MacNeil, and 
given by H. Monteith & Co.” 

Also very highly prized is a Greek 
Testament which Mr. Neil Mackenzie 
Livingstone received from his famous 
uncle, the price therefor being indi- 
cated in the following inscription, 
still plainty legible: 

‘To Neil, Janet or David Living- 
stone, whoever learned to read it 
first. From their Uncle David, South 
Africa.”
